FEROCIOUS CAGED LIONS 


 DEVOUR THEIR MANAGER. 


(BY DIRECT, WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


~™ HICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 21.—Emerson D. 
~ Dietrich, aged 26, a graduate of 
Cornell University, was torn to shreds 
and practically eaten alive this eve- 
pning by five or six Hons, whose cage 
he had entered for the purpose of 
feeding them. 
It required an hour’s time and con- 
stant battling with the Mons to recov- 


Great quantities of formaldehyde 
were shot into the cage and the lions 
were gradually forced into: a corner. 
Dietrich’s head, one arm and a leg 
had been eaten. A leather belt was 
the only article of clothing left upon 
the remains, even the shoes having 
been torn off. ‘ 

There were ten lions in the freight 
car, located on a side track at Six- 
teenth street and Indiaga avenue, in 
the heart of the city: During the 
excitement, thousands of people, re- 
turning from a day's outing, were 
thrown into a condition of panic by 
information that some of the lions 
had escaped and were being pursued 
by rifle squads from all tite near-by

safety by the police, who had been 
hastily summoned from every direc- 
tion.

‘Teddy,’ the leader of the 
attack upon Dietrich, started to play 
with him and he ordered the beast 
to lie down. Four of the lions were 
at the time, including 
Almost immediately ‘Teddy’ 
slunk around behind Dietrich and in 
a second was on his back, tearing and 
clawing him frightfully. The others, 
‘Brutus,’ ‘Nellie,’ ‘Jef’ and ‘Mutt,’ 
then joined in and what followed was 
awful, awful!” 

McCord, with tears streaming down 

his face, told how Dietrich screamed: 
“My God, I'm gone. Get the fork. 
My God. They are killing me.” 
_. These were his last words as his 
dying moans were lost in the snarl 
and roar of the lions as they tore 
his quivering body to rags. 

McCord ran to a near-by saloon 
and implored a score or more of men 
he found there to come to his as- 
sistance, but they laughed at his story. 
He then telephoned the police and 
hastened back to the cage in time 
to see the five cubs, excited by the 
tragedy, leap out of the door and 
drop to the railway tracks. He knew 
Dietrich was beyond assistance and 
his first thought was to prevent other 
tragedies. He ed and bolted 
the door of the den and summoned

WIISON AS A LAWYER. 


President Admits His Practice of a 
Year tn Addanta Was Crowned with 
“Indifferent Success.” 

{SY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLOUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

ATLANTA (Ga.) June 21. — Presi- 
dent Wilson admits that only “indif- 
ferent success” crowned his efforts to 
practice law in Atlanta when he came 
to the city In 1882. His confession is 
included’ in a letter to P. G. McDuffie, 
an Atlanta lawyer, which the latter 
read rday before the Georgia 
Bar lation. 

“I went to Atlanta in May, 1882, 
wrote the President. “and was very 
soon thereafter admitted to the bar 
of Georgia. I formed a law partner- 
ship with Edward Ireland Renick and 
we struggled with indifferent success 
to attract attention and gain a little 
law practice. 

“This is practically all there is to 
tell, because I made up my mind dur- 
ing the year I was in Atlanta that I 
could best accomplish the objects I 
had in view in life by returning to the 
teaching of law and politics.” 


FPOGS AND FOGS. 


Those of Lyons tiave Three Aspects 

with a Hollow Dome Above the 

Smoke of the Town. | 

[London Post:] The only effective 
way yet invented for preventing Lon- 
don fogs is to contrive to have a No- 
vermber and December as salubrious 
and mild as those with which we have 
been blessed this year. But there is 
a local fog at Lyons, where the Rhone 
joing the e, which it is hoped may 
yield to artificial methods, and these 
are curious enough to be recorded. 
The local fog at Lyons broods over the 
left bank of the Rhone. It presents 
three different aspects—a ground fog, 
a fog about 200 to 300 feet high, and 
a fog which we should call overhead 
fog, and which is lead-color in Lyons, 
though it would be like night in Lon- 
don. It is caused, according to M. 
Onofrio, by the surface evaporation of 
the Rhone and Saone over an area 
calctilated at about a square mile. 

Other reasons have been put for- 
ward to account for it, among them 
the neighboring lakes of Dombes and 
the smoke of factories and dwelling- 
houses. But the director of the Ob- 
servatory of Fourviere is satiefied that 
the two rivers, of different intensity 
and temperature, give rise to a con- 
tinual evaporation, which takes the 
form of two bands of moisture, Y- 
shaped, like the junction of the rivers, 
and sometimes visible and sometimes 
‘tnvisible. This Y of vapor rises or 
falle according to the temperature and 
general atmospheric conditions, and 
thus gives to the Lyons fog its vari- 
ous aspects. 

On the other hand, the smoke and 
fumes of the town produce above the 
fog a hollow dome about 100 feet in 
height, and the mutual action of this, 
with the river vapor, gives rise to the 
Various aspects of the fog. The meth- 
04 of prevention designed by M. Ono- 
frio is based on the etudy of surface 
films. M. Ritter gave the name of 
“epilamens”’ to the pxtches of fatty 
stain which are sometimes found on 
lake surfaces, especially on the Lake 
of Geneva, and Prof. Forel of 
Lausanne, in examining the way in 
which they spread, was able to show 
that about twenty cubic centimeters 
of of] would be sufficient to cover an 
erea of 4000 square meters. The oil 
spreads out to soap-bubble thinness. 


Now these “epilamens” or natural sur- 


face films are capable of suppressing 
the evaporation of water, and—among 
other services — of quenching the 
emelis of harbors. In 
the evaporation of water at a tem- 
al 15 deg. Cent., M. Onofrio 
estimates that a film of the one-one- 
hundred-an-fifty-thousandth of a mil- 
limeter in thickness will suffice. Thir- 
ty shillings’ worth of oll a day will 
be enough to furnish this, and Lyons 
hopes to be rid of its fogs this month 
at a cost of 50 pounds. This is cheap 
enough, seeing that for ten years past 
Lyonge has had sixty-two days local 
fog a year. 


‘| A LOST SECRET. 


Rediscovery of the Key to the 


Physical Supremacy of the Greeks 

Would Be a Boon to the World. 

{New York Times:] No greater 
gift could be made to our modern 
world than the rediscovery of the 
Greek physical supremacy. ‘The 
secret of the method by which, for 
one brief period, they realized per- 
fection was long since lost, no one 
knows how. 

At present, so little do we under- 
stand the principles of training, which 
guided the Greek in his games, in 
his battles and his dances, and made 
the proportions of his figure different 
from ours of today, that Greek 
sculpture is in reality a puzzle to us. 
Certain postures fixed by the Greek 
sculptor seem to us contortions, 
bordering on physical im possibilities. 
There is always a terrific controversy 
over the restoration of Greek sculp- 
ture, and even then the arms and 
heads and legs we supply never look 

ht. 
ee this because we do not under- 
stand the principles by which the 
Greek ordered the movements of his 
body. It was a great secret of bodily 
co-ordination, and the secret has been 
lost, and with it the ability thoroughly 
to understand Greek art.

Uncle Sam Probable Buyer of 
Montezuma’s Well. 


Purchase of Lands for 
Apaches Authorized, 


Frontier Day at Prescott to 
Be Elaborate. 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.) June 20,.— 
Tie famous Montezuma’s well in the 
upper Verde Valley is reported to 
have been sold by William Back as a 
natural curiosity to the United States 
government for $20,000. The well is 
one of the scenic features of the 
Southwest, circular in shape and 
about 1000 feet in djameter, within 
walls about 200 feet in height, the 
cliffs showing evidences of having 
been occupied by a prehistoric peo- 
ple. Water in the well is notably pure 
in quality and is very deep. It finds 
its way through the walls, being the 
origin of a mountain creek from 
which several large ranches are irri- 
gated. Geologists have stated that the 
well was formed by the dropping of 
the roof of what at one time was a 
limestone cave. 

LAND FOR INDIANS. 

Unwelcome news lately received is 
that an appropriation of $26,000 has 
been made by Congress for the pur- 
chase of farming land in the Verde 
Valley to be parceled out in small 
tracts to the Mohave-Apache Indians.

As a sample of the way the heat- 
ing qualities of natural romp 
around, it might be mentioned that 
every time the temperature drops ten 
degrees the number of heat units in 
that cubit foot increases 18, approx- 
imately % per cent. In other words, 
a cubic foot of gas will furnish one- 
tenth more heat units at sero tem- 
perature than at 60 deg. 

Prof. Walker figures that the aver- 
age cubic foot of gas from the Kansas 
and Oklahoma fields at a temperature 
of 60 deg. Fahrenheit will furnish 
from $25 to 955 heat units per cubic 
foot. the atmosphere gets in 
ite work on his figures. He tested the 
heating qualities for a week at con- 
Stant temperature in March, 1912, and 
discovered that during seven days the 
number of heat units to the cuble foot 
varied from 906 to $27 units, running 
up and down the scale whenever the 
barometric preasure touched the 
weather ke " 

“By this it would seem that nature 
is an offender of equal rank with the 
gas company, in so far as the varia- 
tions im the ideal heat value of a 
cubic foot of gas are indicative of 
the intrinsic value of gas service,” 
notes Prof. Walker. “At the same 
time nature tends to offset the lowered 
gas pressure in the lines during the 
long-continued cold seasons by reduc- 
ing the temperature of the gas and 
thus to increase the heat 
value. 

“The consideration of all these 
counter-influences seems to lead to 
the conclusion that varying pressure 
within the limits possible in gas dis- 
tributing syatems is a negligible factor 
in its effect upon the heat 
value of the gas.” 

The three main factors to be con- 
sidered in measuring gas are volume, 
pressure and temperature. Gas is 
measured by volume. The gas con- 
sumer is concerned then with the 


and temperature. Briefly, as the tem- 
perature falls the number of heat 
units to the cubic foot increases; as 
the pressure increases the volume de- 
creases. The practical effect of de- 
creasing pressure on the meter, as ex- 
Plained by Prof. Walker, is that if the 
pressure should be decreased from 


would register one-third per cent. 
more in passing an amount of gas 
equal in (heat) value to a unit 
quantity at higher pressure.” 

In discussing the low pressures, 
Prof. Walker said: 


they pay for and are able to utilize 
95 per cent. as effectively as when 
pressures are high, but they cannot 
get all that they need. If pressures 
were maintain more gas would be 
used: and billg would be higher than 
with the low pressure often experi- 
enced under present conditions. But 
if the consumer got all he needed for 
comfort he would be more content to 
pay the larger bill.” 

The university expert dived deep 
into the meter problem and reached 
a definite conclusion in regard to the 
accuracy of the average meter. After 
eleven pages of discussion, illustrated 
by eight charts showing the results 
of a number of tests, he states his 
findings briefly and emphatically in 
these words: 

“Meters have individual idiosyncra- 
sies and need to be adjusted with a 
careful consideration of the average 
rate of flow.”

Nobel Prize Winner. 


BARONESS VON SUTTNER, 
PEACE CHAMPION, DIES. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 


IFNNA, June 21.—Baroness Rer-. 
V in von Suttner, the Austrian 

writer who had devoted most of 
her life to the cause of peace, and to 
whom was awarded the Nobel peace 
prize in 1905, died today. 

Baroness von Suttner had been i] 
three weeks, She was undergoing a 
cure for obesity, which her consti- 
tution proved unable to bear. She 
gave instructions that her body be 
cremated at Gotha, without religious 
ceremony, speeches or flowers, her 
be deposited in a colum- 
barium there. 

Born in 1843, the daughter of 
Field Marshal Count Franz von Kin. 
sky, the baroness became noteq as 


the International Peace Rureau in 
Berne, which was named after a 
novel written by her in 1889, de. 
signed to spread the idea of peace 
throughout Germany and Austria. 
When a girl Baroness von Suttner 
was hethrothed to Prince Adoif 
Wittgenstein, but he was killee in 
battle. In 1876 she was married to 
Baron von Suttner, who died in 
1902. In 1912 Baroness von Suttner 
Spent six months in the United States, 
where she delivered a series of lec- 
tures to promote the cause of peace, 
The baroness was at one time sec. 
retary to Alfred B. Nobel, who es- 
tablished the Nobel Foundation, and

The property damage ran into thou- 
sands of dollars, the damage suits 
against the road into hundreds of 


}thousands of dollars, It was a great

REV. F. W. BURNHAM. 
WILSHIRE ROULEVARD CHURCH. 


Church, yesterday morning, the pas- 
tor, the Rev. Frederick W. Burnham. 
spoke on “The Highlands of Spiritua) 
Life.” (Ps. 15:1.) He said in part 
“Religion is not of the cloister and 
cell. Monks and hermits may have 
‘taken it there, but that is not its na- 
tural habitat. The early days of re- 
ligion were of the open air. The patri- 
arches were men of the out-of-doors. 
A pile of rocks made for them an 
altar, and a single stone a pillar of 
testimony. The open fields were meet- 
ing places with Jehovah, and sleep 
beneath the stars was blest with vis 
ions of angels ascending and descend- 
ing the celestial ladder. Jesus was an 
open-air preacher. His words have the 
freshness of the dew upon them, and 
a relish from the mountains, the 
fields, the flowers and the lake. 
_ “One does not need to become a 
heathen in order to enjoy God's out- 
of-doors! Take your religion with 
you to the beach and to the moun- 
tains. Indeed, if you have any genu- 
ine religion at all your love of nature 
is enhanced thereby, and all the world 
takes on a new sign in your 
eye. 
“Is it not the purpose of religion to 
bring the exhilaration of the open air 
into all our life? Jesus found God in 
the mountains that He might bring 
Him into the market place and the 
sick room. There are highlands of 
the spiritual life and nature's loveli- 
ness is but the symbol of that richer 


ry. 

“(1) One dwells upon the highlands 
when his daily walk is in fellowship 
with God. When faith is made per- 
fect in loving dbedience and deepened 
trust is the issue of every experience. 
When the Almighty strength is laid 
hold of by our weakness and 
eternity is made the redemption of 
our fleeting days. 

“(2) One dwelis upon the highlands 
when his love of God issues in love 
and service to his fellow man. When 
the battle of life ceases to be a strug- 
gle to get and becomes, instead, an 
endeavor to use all faculties and fa- 
cilities for one’s own and the common 

. When greatness is found in 
lowly service. 

*(3) One dwelis upon the high- 
lands when faith and  tiove in his 
heart produce patience and courage 
and hope. It is on the spiritual up- 
lands that music is born. The low- 
lands of sin and animalism have pro- 
duced no symphonies. No songs have 
sprung from those bogs which hu- 
manity cares to keep. Pessimism and 
despair are there. But courage is 
founded upon conviction. Conviction 
is the fruit of faith, and faith is the 
seeing of Him who is invisible. The 
heroes of faith have been dwellers of 
the uplands. 

“(4) One dwells upon the  high- 
lands who lives in the light and pow- 
er of itmmortalism. All his common 
days are linked each to each by the 
light of that greater day, and now, 
for him, is a part of eternity. The 
peace which he knows today is a fore- 
taste of that rest which remaineth for 
the people of God. 

“Christ is the King of the spiritual 
highlands and we become citizens of 
that realm when we yield to the sway 
of His sovereignty.” 

REV. B. H. WILSON, 
HIGHLAND PARK M. E. CHURCH... 
“GIVE TO US OUR DAILY BREAD” THE 
HUMAN TOUCH OF THE LORD’s 
PRAYER. 


At the Highland Park Methodist 
Church yesterday, the pastor; Rev. 
Byron H. Wilson, preached on the 


subject: “Give Us This Day Our Daily 
Bread,” the fifth of a series of ser- 
mons on the Lord's Prayer. 

“ "Too high for sinful man beneath 
the sky’ might be appropriate to say 
of the three preceding petitions of 
the prayer, were it not for this touch 
of humanity given by our petition 
this morning. We have recognized 
here our human. needs and we are 
bidden to ask our Heavenly Father 
for supply. It is the one earthly pe- 
tition put into this model prayer and 
serves for both warning and blessing. 
If this were the only petition in the 
prayer it would make our life a com- 
mon one with the animal and without 
this petition, our lives would be un.’ 
real and fantastic. There ts 
some significance in its position in the 
prayer. The first three petitions are 
for God’s glory. The last three for 
our own soul and this our text tn the 
central position, asking for earthly 
things, yet every word rebukes our 
earthiiness. 

“Give. This is an acknowledge. 
ment of him as a source of every gift. 
Can man so far forget and be go 
steeped in ingratitude that he, like 
the swine under the tree munching 
acorns, will forget to turn an upward 
glance of appreciation to the source 
of his supply? 

“Us. Here is our chief distinction 
from either the brute or the mendi. 
cant. The brute has no thought of 
others, and the mendicant no thought 
of service. We see in this plural 
form the difference between the 
stagnant pool with its germs of 
disease and death, and the flowing 
stream with its good cheer and lite. 
giving powers. 

“This day. Here is the climax of 
rea) health, strength and greatness of 
human character. There is no gloomy 


remorse or dark forebodings. There 


we can, then rest in trust and de- 
pendence without forecast or retro- 
spect. Not a supernatural life, for 
We are men and nut angel#; not a 
wicked life, for we are men and not 
fiends; not a sensual life, for we are 
men and not beasts; not a frivolous 
life, for we are men and not insects. 
But live for this day the true life of 
a man. 
“Our. A noble heart, says Barrow, 
will disdain to subsist like a drone 
on honey gained by others’ labor, or 
like vermin, to filch food ftom the 
public granary, or like a shark, to 
prey on the lesser fry, but will one 
way or other earn his substance, for 
he that doth not earn, can hardly 
own his bread. When we pray, give 
us our bread, we pray in that one 
word that we may live lives of in- 
dustry and aim. This has 
meaning for the idle rich as the idle 
poor, for all alike-who fail to earn 
their bread are parasites on good so- 


ciety. 

“Daily bread. Here is the rebuke 
to surfeitings and selfish hoarding. 
He would teach us the folly of 
imagining that happiness consisteth in 
possessions but rather in daily 
worth and implicit trust.” 


REV. W. LEON TUCKER. 
CALVARY BAPTIST CHURCH. 
THE BIGGEST LIE EVER TOLD WAS 
THAT OF THE SOLDIERS AT 
CHRIST'S TOMB, 

At Calvary Baptist Church, the pas- 
tor, Rev. W. Leon Tucker, spoke yes- 
terday morning on “The Most Colossal 
Lie r Concocted.” He said in 


part: 

“The most colossal Me ever con- 
cocted in the universe was the lie 
told by the soldiers who guarded the 
tomb of Christ, who, for a bribe, said 
that the disciples came by night and 
stole Jesus Christ from the tomb. 

“What an impeachment is this to 

e Roman government! In the first 

e, Christ was sealed in the tomb 
by a Roman seal and under govern- 
ment instructions. Who dares tamper 
with this seal without bringing upon 
his head the wrath and judgment of 
Imperial Rome? If the disciples did 
this, why were they not apprehended 
and brought to suffer for their crime 
for they remained about Jerusalem for 
many months. Certainly the imperial 
seal of Rome meant but little when 
fishermen and tax gatherers could 
trie with it without paying the 
penalty. 

“Why were not the soldiers who 
slept at the post of duty while this 
ghoulish thieving was going on and 
this stupendous fraud was being en- 
acted, why, we say, were they not 
punished for Roman law provided 
punishment as a penalty. And why 
was not the captain of the guard 
punished for failure to patrol his 
guards, for if he had been doing his 
duty he would have come suddenly 
upon the sleepers and would have 
itaken their garments and presented 
‘them at the tribunal the following 
day as a witness against the sleepers 
for unquestionably this is the mean- 
ing and significance of ‘blessed is he 
keepeth his garments.’ 

.““That seal was placed on that tomb 
to prevent molestation and no hu- 
man finger fumbled at that seal. No 


| human feet passed those watchers. It 


was an earthquake from beneath and 
the angel of the Lord from heaven 
that removed that seal and rolled 
away the stone. It was the Lord 
of Life, who got up and majestically 
walked out. The seal was taken off 
from the inside of the tomb. The 
Roman government has no case 
against the Son of God and for this 
reason the case was dropped and re- 
solved into a lie. 

“$t is even evident that He left 
the sepulcher before it was opened. 
An angel, indeed, was sent to roll 
away the stone; but this was not to 
let the Lord out, but to let the women 
in. The huge stone, which would 
have barred their entrance, had been 
no bar to His escape.” 


DR. TILROE., 

BOYLE: HEIGHTS M. E. CHURCH. 
WE CANNOT ESCAPE FROM GOD NOR 
FROM HIs PLAN OF 
At the Boyle Heights M. E. Church 
yesterday the pastor, Rev. W. E. Til- 
roe, D.D., preached on “Running Away 

From God.” He said in part: 
“Where Jonah wanted to go does 
not matter. He did not get to 
Tarshish any way. Ajll he cared for 
was to get away from God. He rose 
up to flee from the presence of the 
Lord. We are told that twice in one 
verse, Jonah could not keep it from 
the sailors. He reminded the Lord 
of it tn his prayers, after he got to 
Nineveh. There are many great les- 
sons in this little book of prophecy 
and this matter of running away from 
God is one of them. We speak of it 


today. 
“Running away from God is wicked 
enough, but it is a perfectly sane 
and reasonable proposition. Sin 
never an obsession. It is never a mis- 
fortune. Men are not hypnotized into 
it. They go and do it. Jonah might 
have been infected with the heathen 
notion of a tribal, national, or local 
God. If he can get into the territory 
where other gods are worshipped, the 
claim and call of his own will 
not seem so loud or near. More likely 
he did not realize how insistent his 
own God might be. He knew, of 
course, that if the Almighty really 
cared to catch him there was no use 
to run. What he could not presume 
was that the Ruler of the Universe 
would concern Himself about so small 
an affair. His God would forget him 
To this day it is one of the Bible 
marvels this patience of God with 
littleness. It is one of the world 
marvels.- The sparrow is really a little 
nuisance. Many heads are better with 
the hair off. Yet neither falls to the 
ground without note and notice of 
God. Jonah felt so little and mean 
himself he could not believe God 
would finaily insist on sending him to 
Nineveh. He was such a whining 
and spoiled specimen of a man that 
we feel that way about it ourselves. 
Jonah was wrong, but he was not in- 
sane. He ran away from God, as 
every sinner does, for an apparently 
good reason. It is that which makes 
our discussion worth while. 
“Running away from God is running 
from a wise Providence or plan of 
life. God wanted Nineveh warned, 
that wickedness would be its ruin. 
He*wanted to use Jonah as His mes- 
senger. He wanted to save Jonah 
from his littleness. He wanted to 
save Nineveh if it would repent. He 
wanted a story written that a world 
might learn. great lessons. It took 
a roundabout course, but it all 


alsO| worked out. When a man does the 


Jonah act, he is doing his best to 
wreck a wise and noble schedule for 
his life. He is matching wit with God. 
He need not wonder if he comes to 
grief. Had Jonah gotten to Tarshish 
he would have been in worse trouble 
yet. The triumph of sin is its Water- 
loo. Not to run from God, but to 
walk with God is — — ge 

“Runni away from run- 
ning power. God has the 
storm in His hands. He sends great 
whales on errands. He can grow a 
gourd in a night. He can wither it 
with a worm. He can terrify the 
husky masters of the deep. He can 
bring the king and his nobles from 
their thrones to sackcloth and ashes, 
Eight centuries later a wise man 
said, a man who had read of these 
things: ‘If a work be of men, it wil) 
come to naught; if it be of God, ye 
cannot overthrow it.’ How vastly 
better to have God's power with us, 
To have God's power against us, can- 
not be anything but ruin.

“Is Hell a Myth?” was the subject 
of the sermon last. night at Union- 
avenue Methodist Episcopal Church, 
The pastor, Rev. John M. Barnhart, 
spoke in part as follows: ;

“Back of the pictorial representa- 
tions of the abode of disembodied 
spirits was the thought that good- 
ness must be rewarde“ and evil pun- 
ished. And, however the figurative 
representations of the future state of 
men may change, the doctrine 
retribution for evil doing must re- 

If we use the word hell to 
mean sufferings for sin, then hell is 
not a myth. Violated moral or 
spiritual laws carry automatic pun- 
ishment. The drunkard may escape 


to be delivered from a swell head 
and physical suffering. 

“The infidel husband may hide his 
luetful acts from his wife: but 
nothing can save him from pangs of 
conscience, and inward shame and 
feelings of disgust. 

“The grafter may save himself 
from the penitentiary, but he must 
suffer the loss of that which makes 
life worth living—the approbation of 
God and the approval of his own con- 
science. 

“When the agriculturalist 
the laws of plant life he loses his 
crop. In the same way, when men 
and women violate the spiritual 
laws of truthfulness, honesty, purity, 
love and duty, the soul perishes; for 
the soul that sinneth, it shall die. 
Whatscever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap. He that soweth wild 
oats is sure to reap hell—thac is, 
mental and spiritual misery as well 
as physical suffering and dixease. 

“Hell is one of the most awful 
realities, but thank God that heaven, 
too, is a realty and within the reach 
of all who will pay the price of re- 
pentance and right living.” 


REV. MORRIS H. TURK. 
FIRST CONGREGATION AD. 
TRANSFIGURATION BUT AN ACT IN THE 
SYMMETRICAL LIFE 

OF GHRIST 

“The Transfiguration” was the sub- 
ject of the sermon of Rev. Morris H. 
Turk yesterday at the First Congrega- 
tional Church. He chose as his text, 
St. Mathew, 17:2, “Jesus was trans- 
figured before them.” : 

Rev. Turk spoke tu part as fol- 
lows: 

“Jesus took with Him, Peter, James 
and John, and went up into a high 
mountain to pray. While he was there 
this wonderful event took place. 
Jesus was transfigured before them 

“Just because the transfiguration of 
Jesus is so supernaturally apart from 
all the rest of His ministry, it has 
too often been construed as simply 
a secondary incident in His life, not 
closely related, either to His life be- 


fore the tion or His life 
after it. . 
“If there was any time in 


the entire career of Jesus when 
the transfiguration became a  ne- 
cessity, it was certainly during 
the heat and burden of the day when 
the Master was face to face with 
His approaching tragedy, and if there 
was a time in the entire career of 
Jesus when the sweet and gracious 
humanity of the Master. needed to be 
expressed: most conclusively, it was 
after His resurrection when His dis- 
ciples dared scarcely to speak to 
Him, because of His supernatural 
glory. And it would seem that the 
Master went out of His way to be 
accessible and human in preparing the 
breakfast for His hungary fishermen, 
just to show them that not all the 
glory of the resurrection day could 
drive out of His sweet and compas- 
sionate heart, those friendly ministries 
which He rejoiced in doing. 

“The transfiguration then comes 
most unexpectedly just as transfigura- 
tions should come. The transfigura- 
tion came not as a result*of the 
gracious favor of God. He has had 
His first vision of the approaching 
tragedy and we like to think that 
God, out of the goodness of His 
gracious heart, desires to restore and 
enlarge the comfort and courage of 
the Master as He journeys to His 
cross. 

“The significance of it is in the fact 
that He lived such a life and did such 
deeds and ministered in such gracious 
and splendid ways, that the trans- 
figuration became a necessity. It was 
the outcome of His life up to ‘that 
incident. For Christ had been feed- 
ing the hungry multitudes. He had 
given sight to the blind, He had spent 
Himself utterly that He might bring 
health and strength and joy and glory 
according to the various necessities 
of the multitudes, who followed him. 
He had given Himself unreservedly to 
fulfill the plan and purpose of God 
for the redemption of the world. He 
had allowed nothing to come between 
Himself and the superb duty, which 
challenged Him daily to a high and 
heroic task. And having done these 
deeds, having lived a life of unswerv- 
ing devotion to God, having passed 
His days in a changeless loyalty to 
the tragic needs of the world, His own 
life and character were so trans- 
formed by this sacrificial ministry that 
the glory of His countenance and the 
dazzling whiteness of His raiment be- 
came but the external sign of that 
inner transfiguration of the spirit 
which after all was fundamental to 
the outward expression of that 
transformation. : 

“The transfiguration of Christ came 
as the result of a conspiracy of spirit- 
ual forces, which made it a necessity. 

“The transfiguration is but an ex- 
Pression of that perfect obedience and 
that well ordered and absolutely 
Symmetrical life of the Lord, in which 
He fulfilled the high task which God 
had given Him. He kept faith with 
the duties, which daily surrounded 
Him, and because of that transforma- 
tion in His own life and character, the 
transfiguration became the outward 
expression of it.

California public service and other State 
corporations, which are taxed on their 
gross earnings to raise the State's annual 
revenue, will contribute $13,609,663.94 to- 
ward the support of the State government 
for the fiscal year, which ends June 30, 
1915, according to the assessment roll an- 
nounced by the State Board of Equalization. 
Receipts from fees, inheritance taxes, in- 
terest on deposits and other revenue will 
amount to about $1,500,000. This makes a 
total of more than $15,000,000 for the op- 
eration of the State government next year. 
The Legislature of 1913 directed that $14,- 
908,900 should be raised to run the govern- 
ment during 1914-15. The Progressives pro- 
fess to be jubilant, because this means that 
it will not be necessary to levy an ad va- 
lorem tax on counties to make up a deficit. 
No thanks are due the Progressives because 
no such tax will be required the coming 
year. They have attempted to put big busi- 
hess out of business, but in spite of them 
the railroads, light, heat and power com- 
panies, telegraph and telehone companies, 
express and car companies and other cor- 


Some of the companies are doing busi- 
pess at a too small margin of profit. Some 
are just ho'ding their own, hoping the peo- 
ple will come to their senses and place the 
Republicans back in power, when prosper- 
ity for all will reappear. Others are losing 
money. This state of affairs is bad for 
those whom the Progressives so blithely 
call “the common people,” as well as for the 
corporations. The hope of “the common 
people,” as well as of legitimate business, 
lies in the return to office of the Republi- 
cans. Practical men are needed at the 
helm in this State as well as at Wash- 
ington. 

Nobody requires a lorgnette or a tortoise- 
shell monocle to see that there's something 
the matter with business in the United 
States. California is not suffering so much 
as other parts of the country, but this is 
not because of, but in spite of Holy Hiram 
and his regiments of incompetents. Nature 
insists on being kind to California and gives 
her bountiful crops. Still, things would be 
vastly better here,if the boot was firmly 
applied to Hiram, et.al., as the lawyers say.

BRITISH HINDU. 

The intense international melodrama 
which is being enacted in Vancouver harbor 
may easily be a turning point in the history 
of the British empire. 

It is the eternal problem of color and the 
vital question whether a man is just as 
good a British citizen if his skin happens 
to be brown. | 

According to the law of British Columbia 
the 300 Hindus who form the live cargo of 
the Japanese ship Komagato Maru may not 
land, being regarded as Asiatic aliens, a 
class of people that the province has sig- 
nified her intention of prohibiting. Canada 
as a whole has passed no such law, but is 
thoroughly sympathetic with those senti- 
ments—as likewise are the British domin- 
fons of Australia and South Africa, both of 
which have passed active exclusion laws. 

‘But the great Indian empire, which forms 
so rich, so large, so vital a part of Great 
Britain’s imperial domain, has a population 
of 300,000,000, the majority being Hindus. 
And they have been taught to regard them- 
selves as proud British subjects. And a 
British subject is a great and splendid per- 
son, who may travel whither he wills the 
world over, but more particularly over that 
vast fifth of it known as the British empire. 

Providing he is white. 


But if he happens to be a proud British 
subject of the wrong color he will find that 


Australia will close their doors in his- face. 
They will have none of him and they make 
no bones about it. It is just plain “Keep 
out.” 

Nothing could be more embarrassing to 
Mother England. Especially as the Hindu 
is no fool. He is not only a proud British 
subject, but a still prouder Hindu, and he 
means to know the.reason why. To which 
end 300 of him have come to see for them- 
selves. They have chartered the Japanese 
steamer Komagato Maru and they have made 
@ polite call upon Mistress British Columbia 
—and await admittance. The steamer has 
been there two weeks now, but the door 
has not been opened. British Columbia is 
adamant and the Canadian government is 
up against a colossal problem. 

And an additional complication presents 
itself, inasmuch as Japan is a political ally 
of Great Britain. Japan has a flagship in 
Canadian waters watching events, and Ja- 
pan has @ very personal interest in Asiatic 
exclusion. 

It would almost seem that the mother 
country must choose between insulting her 
ally and starting a political conflagration 
in her Indian empire, or coercing Canada 
and thereby severing the first of the frail 
threads that bind our northern neighbor to 
the family. 

‘But supposing Britain allies herself with 
India and Japan against Canada? Even 80, 
her troubles will net be settled. For the 


Africa and Australia, are still firm in their 
decision to exclude Asiatics, at no matter 


what cost, 


Even the most obtuse watchful waiter 
must have foreseen the futility of resting 
any hope of Mexican peace on the arms of 
the Constitutionalists.

The split in the Constitution- 
alist ranks is the last blow to the Wilson 
hope of attaining the smallest useful object 
by a polity of “watchful waiting.”

Sylvia Pankhurst and her mob army 
make no such humane restriction, their 
motto being, “Votes for women, by any 
means.” 
Mrs. Pankhurst and Chrystabel carry out 
their political fight with the aid of the clev- 
erest and most cultured brains the woman's 
movement can boast. The women that are 
selected to make the gredt public protests 
are chosen for their wealth of intellectual 
understanding and their physical poise and 


dignity. 
Sylvia believes in no such high-minded 
methods. She prefers to make her public 
with the worst and most forbidding 
elements that. humanity can muster. She 
picks out ¢dre-worn, gnarled -old hags, 
whose lives have been spent in factories 
from early youth—women born and reared 
in such ghastly poverty that we comfort- 
able Californians can never imagine it, 
women who have never had a chance to be 
anything but the dregs of the community— 
terrifying examples of what she regards as - 
the result of exclusive masculine govern- 


Sylvia is about 28 or 30 years of age, very 
thin, very earnest, very intense. She never 
shines in an intellectual assemply—it is the 
vulgar mob she can sway, the mob she un- 
derstands. She is a gentlewoman by birth, 
a sweated-labor seamstress by sympathy. 
Not in the jeast good-looking, careless in 
her dress, yét a strong and most unusual 
personality that leaves a deep impression. 
She appears to be entirely selfless; even 
those who least approve her methods would 
never accuse her of self-seeking, self- 
agerandizement. Naturally she seems to 
be just a little mad, a wild, inspiring, log- 
ical sort of madness, with a curious under- 
lying sympathy and understanding, which 
is doubtless what makes that strong appeal 
to the mob—the dull, vicious English mob, 
born and bred in the gutter, absolutely de- 
void of ambition or ideals, sullen, stupid, 
incredibly gross. 

I heard her speak to such a mob, number- 
ing many thousands, while I was in London 
last November. It was a terrific expert- 
ence and I will confess to being a pathetic 
coward at merely finding myself surrounded 
by such lawless hooligans, rough young 
men for the most part, ragged, hungry, un- 
washed, unashamed. 

“You boys,” she would say, “ydu haven't 
got much, but what you have got you owe 
to your mothers. Now, don’t you? How 
many ‘of you ever even knew your fathers? 
Your mothers, poor wretches, they didn’t 
count for much, they weren't pretty moth- 
ers, comfortable mothers, nor even good 
mothers—but' they did their best by you

What if they; are the mothers of boys like 
you, nobody cares. Your mothers were de- 
spised and ili-treated by your fathers, de- 
spised, overworked aud underpaid by the 
factory boss, despised and politically op- 
pressed by the government. 

“Now, boys, it’s your and my job to alter 
this state of affairs. And we believe that 
votes for women will help to do it.” And 
so on, laying great stress upon the improve 
ment in labor conditions since the laborer, 
got the vote, ‘and so forth. 

And those young hooligans, not under 
standing all of it, but getting at least a 
germ of the idea into their thick heads, 
depending as they do on their brute force 
to get what they want as a rule, place them- 
selves at her disposal and ask nothing but 
a good fight; She generally gives it to 
them; and considering the terrible, undis 
ciplined fire she plays with it is a wonder 
there have not been far more serious con- 
fiagrations in London than has been the 
ease. To take Sylvia Pankhurst prisoner 
it has required an army of a thousand po- 
lice, with batqns, and many mounted. They 
have achieved the victory eight times, only 
to let her lopse several days later, under 
the cat and mouse act, to prevent her 
on their hands.

FOOD PRICES IN AUSTRIA. 
sive Provisions Which Brings Down 
Meat Prices by Lessening Demand. 
{Consular Report:] The high cost 


of living, manifested especially tn the 
price of provisions, seems to be de- 
creasing in Austria, owing largely to 
the diminishing consumption of the 
most expensive foods. It is estimated, 
for instance, that In Vienna the de- 
mand for meat has fallen off 16 to 
20 per cent. during the last year. 
This decline, however, does not en- 
tirely explain the tendency to lower 
prices. Beef, the prio’ of which some 
time ago had becorss hibitive for 
a considerable part “f the population, 
has declined less than pork, for which 
the demand has grown. The explana- 
tion is that pigs are raised over a 
wide area, and as the demand for 
the cheaper meat has arisen supplies 
of pork have increased. Official re- 
ports show that beef, fore-quarters 
without bone, sold on November 1, 
1913, for 20 cents to 21.3 cents per 
pound, as compared with 22.7 cents 
per pound, as compared with 22.7 
cents to 80 centc on Mayy $81, 
1913, and 22.7 cents to 27 cents 
on November 1, 1912. Choicer cuts 
were quoted as follows: Twenty- 
seven cents to 34 cents on November 
1, 1913, 27 cents to 30 cents on May 
1, and 27 cents to 29 cents on Novem- 
ber 1, 1912. Inferior cuts of pork 
cost on November 1, 1913, 15.5 cents 
per pound, on May 21, 1913, 20 cents,. 
and on November 1, 1912, 20 cents. 
There has been a marked decrease 
in the price of lard, partly because of 


‘the greater supply and partly be- 


cause of the tendency to substitute 
vegetable fats. The retail price of 
prime lard is now 15 cents per pound, 
as compared with 19 cents a year ago, 
Butter of the first quality costs 30 
cents per pound, retail, as compared 
with 31.5 cents a year ago. Vege. 
tables, except potatoes, are selling at 
about the same prices as last year. 
Because of a good crop, potatoes, the 
main food of the people, can be 
bought for 7 cents per pound, as 
against 9 cents in 1912, and even 
higher in the two preceding years, 

It seems true in Austria that a sum. 
client quantity of food of the cheaper 
grades for general consumption can 
be sold at reasonable prices, and wil} 
be produced if a large demand is 
shown for it.

—“The father should see to it that 
his children are equipped for their 
life’s work. He should afford such 
advantages to his children as will fit 
them to stand alone, and become 
units in society. By precept and ex- 
ample he should inculcate in his 
children highest moral and religious 


“When the father is doing his ut- 
most to discharge his moral duties to 
his children he should be most cor- 
dially assisted by his wife. If he is 
the high priest of the home altar, the 
wife should be with him the high 
priestess. 

“The father’s strong, virile, assert- 
ive nature will affect more than any 
other influence the character of his 
boys, w will admire and imitate 
him; and*‘if he possesses d sense, 
his moral and religious ideals will 
usually be adopted by his children. 
‘Honor thy father’ is a command 
usually obeyed when the father
